NOVESIBEF,' 16, 1881 : I have com-

that 1 wear between my shirt and under-

A NATIVE DANCE. 


Di:c 3d : . eather cold and still. In- 


dian Dick ca;ne to- the hoose this morn- 
ing to ask Lieut. Ray and myself to co 
to the village to see a native dance. 
We 


accepted the invitation and went over to 
the performance. At first the perform- 
ance was in the open air and there were 
six of them, four men and tuo women. 
They liad their fur clothing on, flesh side 
out, and it was dressed so nicely . it was 
almost white and looked well. 
The four 


men danced in the middle, the two wo- 
men at either end. 
The dance is a sort 


of stamping, in time to the music of a 
rudely beaten drum, accompanied by a 
song. 
Two of the men had on high con- 


ical hats, tipped with white bear skins 
and black swan feathers, the body of the 
hat being deer skin covered with shells; 
the other two men had five large, black 
swan quills, forming a sort of fan, stand- 


foreheads.

only the quills stood out level with the 
top of the head. 


_What is known as the "Monroe doc 


trine" is found in the message of Jatne 
Monroe, which was read to Conoress De- 
cember 2d, 182S. 
The historical event 


which led up to its adoption began with 
the Congress of Aix.UPChapelle in 1818 
in which the sovereigns of Europe agitatec 
the question of mediation between Spain 
and her revolted colonies in South Amer- 
ica. The government of the United States 
watched the proceedings with serious in- 
terest. A declaration of the monarchs 
was made on the 15th of November, 
which determined the basis of any future 
congresses which might be summoned to 
examine questions in which they were 
jointly interested, or those in respect to 
which other governments had sought their 
intervention. 
The revolution of Naples, 


*hich broke out in July, 1820, gave oc- 
casion for another Congress. 
' 


The Emperor of Austria, the Emperor 


of Russia and the King of Prussia met at 
Troppau, October 23d, and the plenipo- 
tentiaries of France and England were 
admitted to the Congress. 
A circular of 


the sovereigns was issued,which contained 
the following passage referring to the in- 
surrection in the two Two Sicilies : "The 
powers have incontestably the right to 
take, with one accord, prudential measures 
against States in which political changes, 
the product of rebellion, assail the legiti- 
mate government." 


In 18'2l the sovereigns of Austria, 


Russi,i and Prussia met at L>iybach in a 
third Congress, and again the French and 
English plenipotentiaries were present as 
spectators. 
The sovereigns declared that 


they would not permit in any State the 
existence of political authority hostile to 
the principle of the divine right of kings; 
that they would not recognize the new 
order of things at Naples in the smallest 
particular, and they resolved that the 
King should be re-established in his 
power precisely as it existed anterior to 
"•'"- Co1' -r J-ij, lojo. Tnc invasion or 
the Kingdom of Naples followed, and the 
consequent re-establishment of the royal 
authority, and finally the "pacification af 
Italy." 


The following dispatch was addressed, 


by order of the sovereigns, to their re- 


tbe" American Minister at the Court of St. 
James, of the projects of intervention 
entertained by the Holy Alliance, and it 
was feared tlmt a formidable expedition, 
under the sanction of the sovereigns, 
would be sent out to crush the revolution- 
ists, and establish once more tin power 
of the King of Spain in South America. 
The immediate point of interest in Amer- 
ica was that success in such an expedition 
would result in the establishment in 
South America of the political system 
proclaimed at Laybach and Verona. The 
question for President Monroe to discuss 
in his message to Congress was whether 
he should advise the abandonment of the 
policy of absolute non-interference in the 
affairs of foreign nations, or see establish- 
ed at the very doors of his country ,1 form 
of 
government which would menace 


perpetually the integrity of its institu- 
tions, if not its very existence. 
With the 


unanimous advice of members of his 
Cabinet, President Monroe incorporated 
the following declaration in his message : 


"Of events in that quarter of the globe 


[burope], with which we have so much 
intercourse and from wliich we derive onr 
prgin, we have always been anxious nnd 
interested spectators. The citizens of the 
United States cherish sentiments the most 
friendly in favor of the liberty and happi- 
ness of their fellow-men ga that side of 
the Atlantic. In the wars of the European 
>owers, in matters relating to themselves, 
we have never taken any part, nor does it

YELLOWSTOMB NATIONAL PAKE. 


The impression left on the mind o 


ninety-five out of every hundred visitor 
will be, that the park is a grand, gloom, 
and somewhat desolate region—a sort o" 
weird volcanic wilderness. Apart fron 
the Graud Cnnon of the Yellowstone, urn 
the Great Falls, there is little of the 
majestically beautiful there—the boili.ig 
springs, the mud volcanoes, the geyser^ 
and the hot sulphur pits belong rather to 
the realm of the supernatural, the phen- 
omenal. 
The one will arouse an estacy 


of delight in the beautiful; the other 
awakens only the sense of tho terrible, a 
horrible 
admiration. 
The mountain 


scenery is little if anything superior to 
that of the White mountains, for thougl 
these peaks are 4,000 to 6,000 feel 
higher, above sou level, than the great New 
Hampshire peaks, it is to be remembered 
that the mountains in the park spring 
from a tableland, already 6,000 to 7,OOC 
feet above the New Hampshire level. 


But leaving out, therefore, thu moun- 


tains, rivers, lakes and valleys, as not 
entitled to pre-eminent attention, there 
is more than enough left to justify the 
tit.le of "wonder-land," which has been 
applied to the Yellowstone country. There 
are gloomier and deeper canons than the 
Grand Canon of the Yellowstone: but

GETTING RED OF INQUISITIVE NATIVES. 


Nov. 30th: We have been annoyed by 


tho natives coming and standing at the 
Windows. It was no use to drive them 
away, for they were like flies, they ffould 
return soon 'with others, and the snow 


After this dance was over they went 


into the house and had another dance 
called a wood dance, wliich was quite 
singular. First there was a long box 
suspended from the ceiling, and by the 
side of it and attached to it was a stick 
near the upper end, and top white quills 
were inserted to represent a tree. 


One of the natives seated on.tbB Soor 


with the box before him, pressed it to his 
breast, giving the box a slight swaying 
motion, striking on the tree to give that 
also a swaying motion, probably to imi- 
tate the swaying motion of trees when 
the wind blows. This was done very gen- 
tly at first, with the drum beating and the 
choir chanting until the grand finale, 
when the box and tree were tossed- about 
violently ; the drum beat more vigorously ; 
the choir sang more vehemently and 
louder, till all ended in one grand racket, 
and the actors were -ji'-'en a rousing en- 
core by the admiring spectators. 
The 


iiixt act was what I suppose they call the 
'•Song of the Beasts." 


A fourth Congress was held October 


20th, 1822, at Verona. 
In this confer- 


ence the three sovereigns assured France 
that moral and materTal aid could be re- 
lied upon in case of a declaration of war 
against Spain. 
The army of Louis XVII 


immediately entered Spain, dispersed the 
.Cortez, dissolved the constitutional gov- 
ernment, and re-est-iblished the absolute 
monarchy. 
On the 14th of December M 


de Metternich wrote from Verona to th 
Austrian Charge d'Affairs at Madrid : 


"Though no danger threatens any of tli 


subjects of the Emperor, his majesty doe 
not hesitate to disavow and reprove, i 
the interests of human society everywhere 
whatever he believes to be false, perni 
cious and reprehensible. 
Faithful to th 


system of conservatism and peace, for th 
maintenance of which he has made a sa 
cred compact with his august allies, hi 
majesty will not cease to regard disorder 
and revolutions, whatever Stale of Burop 
may he the victim of them, as events o 
the profoundest concern for all govern 
ments; and whenever the Emperor can 
exert an influence amid these deplorabli 
crises he will do so, in the belief that hi 
has fulfilled a duty from which no consid 
erations whatever should divert him." 


This dispatch was regarded by th< 


American government as a threat agains 
revolutions not only in Europe, but in 
whatever part of the world they might be 
attempted 
In the Verona Congress the

SNOWFALL IN TIIE ARCTIC— WINDSTORMS. 


DEC. 8th : There is not near the am- 


ount of snow fallen I expected. On the 
level tundra it will not average more than 
six inches. When the wind blows at the 
rate of more than thirty miles an hour 
the snow begins to drift in fine particles, 
and the air, a short distance from the 
ground, is filled with snowdust (if I may 
so- call it), and it penetrates everything— 
works into one's woolen clothing. It is 
terrible to travel in these storms; in fact, 
is not safe; all marks and trails are oblit- 
erated, and it behooves the traveller to 
go into camp, and building a snow hut is 
the best protection.

DEC. J7th : Very cold. Theremometer 


at '42° below zero. I have not been as 
cold here as sometimes in Boston, 


DEC. 19th : This day's temperature has 


been 55e below zero ; took usual walk of 
about a mile and back. The natives go 
on the ice and stay all night in this bitter 
cold; are oat from sixteen to eighteen 
hours, but get through all right. 


the measures proposed at Troppau em- 
braced two subjects which were entirely 
distinct; first the declaration Of certain 
general principles to govern the future 
action of allies in the conditions indi- 
cated ; second, the particular method of 
action directed to the condition of affairs 
then existing in Naples. lie declared 
that the English government could not 
give its assent to a circular which formu- 
lated a principle that could not be re- 
ceived with safety into the code of inter- 
national law. 
Ele left Austria free to in- 


tervene at Naples, but recognized the 
right of every State to act independently 
whenever its immediate safety or its ma- 
terial interests might be seriously com- 
promised. 


Mr. Canning the successor of Lord Cas- 


tlereagh, took a still more liberal position, 
and when the Madrid Cabinet called the 
attention of the three monarchs to the 
necessity of their assistance in reestablish- 
ing its authority in South America where 
revolts had been in progress since 1810, 
he held an interview with Prince de Po- 
lignac October 9th, a few days previous 
to the Verona Congress, in the course of 
which he said: 


"The 
adhesion of any foreign power 


whatsoever to the enterprise of Spain 
against her colonies would be considered 
by England as constituting an entirely 
new question, in regard to which the 
English government 
would take such 


action as the interests of Great Britain 
migh; require. It would conader all in- 
tervention, whether by force or menace, 
in the dispute of Spain with her colonies, 
as a reason for recognizing them without 
delay." 


To this Prince de Polignac replied that 


France wouW take no part in any project 
to act against the colonies by force of 
arras.-. This assured the ultimate inde- 
pendence the South American colonies of 
Spain. 


Mr. Canning bad informed Mr. Rush, 


of an unfriendly disposition towards the 
United rftates. In the war between 
these new governments nnd Spain we 
declared our neutrality at the time of our 
recognition, and to this tve haie adhered 


revolt and shall continue to adhere, provided no 


change shall occur which, in the judgment 
of competent authorities of this govern- 
ment, shall nuke a corresponding change 
in the part of the United Slates indispen- 
sable to their security. 


"The late events in Spain and Portugal 


show that Europe is still unsettled. l)f 
this important fact no stronger proof can 
be adduced than that the allied powers 
should think it proper on any principles 
satisfactory to themselves, to h we inter- 
posed by force in the internil concerns 
of Spiin. 
To what extent such interposi- 


tion can be carried, on what principles, 
is a question in which all independi 
powers whose governments differ fn 
theirs are interested ; even those mos 
remote, and surely none more «o than Ih 
United States. 
Our policy in regard t 


Europe, which was adopted at an earl 
stage of the wars which have so Ion;, 
agitated that quarter of the globe, never 
theless remains the same, which is not U 
interfere iu the internal concerns of an 
of its powers ; to considcrthe governmen 
de facto as the legitimate government fo 
us; to cultivate frieudlv relations with i 
and to preserve those relations by 
frank, firm and manly policy, meeting in 
all instances the just claims of ever 
power : submitting to injuries from none 


•'But in regard to these sentiment 


circumstances are eminently and con 
spicuously different. 
It is impossible 


that the allied powers should extend the! 
political system to any portion of eithe 
continent without endangering our pead 
or happiness; nor- can any one believi 
that our Southern bretbern, if left tc 
themselves, would adopt it of their own 
accord. 


"It is equally impossible, therefore, that 


we should behold such interposition in 
any form with indifference. 
If we look 


to the comparative strength and resourcet 
of Spain,i/id those new governments, anc 
their distance from each other, it must be 
obvious that she never can subdue them. 
It is still the true policy of the Unitec 
States to leave the parties to themselves 
in the hope that other powers will pursue 
the same course." 


In 1826 i.ew events arose wliich led 


)ongress to a debate and a vote that gave 
:his declaration an official sanction at the 
lands of both houses of the National 
Legislature. The question for deoate had 
jeen raised by an invitation to President 
Adams to send representatives to a con 
jress of South American colonies to be 
leld at Panama. Mr. Clay, the Secretary 
of State, had warmly espoused the cause 
)f the Spanish colonies and had accepted 
"or the government the invitation. 


The important points raised in the de- 


late were these : 1st. Can the United 
States send representatives to Panama 
vithout breaking away from their tradi- 
ional policy of contracting no alliance 
and without failing in tbe observance of

THE BATTLE OF AUBTEBLITZ. 


In tho memoirs of Marshal Beugard, 


just published, appears a letter from him, 
when still a private, to his sister, discrib- 
ing the brief Austerlitz campaign, in 
which he says : "Three days before the 
battle wo had orders to leave the town, 
and encamped a league from toe enemy. 
The Emperor came there himself and 
slept in his carriage in the middle of our 
camp. For the three days that passed 
before the battle he was always walking 
through all the camps and talking to the 
soldiers or their leaders. We gathered 
round him. I heard much of his talk ; it 
was very simple and always turned upon 
military duty. At last, on the ere of the 
battle, the anniversary of his coronation, 
ho issued a proclamation, exhorting us to 
behave with our usual intrepidity, and 
promised to keep his distance as king as 
victory followed us. But," said be "if 
by mischance you bestitaU a moment, 
you will see me By Into your ranks to 
restore order." Then ho promised to 
give us peace after this battle, assuring 
us that we should go into cantonments.

The tenth census shows that there are 


in thi> country 64,698, or in rouud num- 
bers 65,000 clergymen. Suppose, for tbe 
sake of illjstration, that each one preaches 
but two sermons a week, which is perhaps 
rather below than above the average, and 
we shall have in the course of a single- 
year a total of 6,760,000 sermons. Fur- 
ther, suppose each sermon of only thirty 
minutes' duration, also perhaps less than 
the average length, and at the rate of a 
hundred words a minute, each sermon 
will have about 8000 words or twelve 
book pages each 250 words',- and all tbe 
sermons preached every year will give a 
total in printed matter of £1,120,000 
book pages, or 162,220 volumes of 500 
pages each, while if an average congrega- 
tion of fifty listen to one sermon, a total 
of 3,300,000 worshipers is presented at a 
single service.

Tbe following exhibit from official rec- 


ords will enable tbe reader to judge foi 
himself whether the industries of the 
country are safe in the hands of the Dem- 
ocracy. 
The thinly woven theories pub- 


lished by tbe advocates of Free Trade to 
capture votes may often appear very plau- 
sible to tliose who have not given the 
question a careful examination, but the 
facts are unanswerable. 


The Tariff of 1840 was a Democratic 


measure.

pledge to the people to sustain their in- 
dustries, and on this pledge elected its 
President, as well as a majority of Con- 
gress. It may therefore be considered 
as an embodiment of party doctrine on 
this vital question. 


James K. Polk became President, and 


Robert J. Walker, a pronounced Free 
Trader, was rtiade Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. The Tariff of 1842, under which 
the countty bad prospered, was repealed 
and the Free Trade Tariff of 184G re- 
placed it. 


Henry C. Carey thus wrote of the con- 


dition of the country under the Protect- 
ive Tariff of 1842. 


"At tbe close of this brief period ol 


real 'prosperity' [in 1846], how great was 
the change. Labor everywhere was in de- 
mand. Planters had large crops, and the 
domestic market was growing with a rap 
idity that promised better prices. The 
produce of the farm was in demand, and 
prices had risen. 
The consumption of 


coal, iron, wool, and cotton and woolen 
cloth was immense and rapidly increasing, 
while prices were falling because of the 
rapidly improving character of the ma- 
chinery of production. 
Production of 


every kind was immense, and commerce, 
internal and external, was growing with 
unexampled rapidity. Shipping was in 
demand, and its quantity was being aug- 
mented at a rate never before known. 
Roads and canals were productive. 
Cor- 


porations had been resuscitated, and 
States had recommended payment, and 
the credit of the Union was so high tliat 
the fame persons who had villifiod. the 
people and the Government of the Union 
in 1842, were now anxious to secure their 
custom on almost any terms—having be- 
come as fawning now as before they had 
been insolent." 


In a letter to Hon. Robert J. Walker, 


then Secretary of tho Treasury, Mr. 
Carey said:

At a meeting of workingmen Mr. Hew- 


itt offered the following resolutions; 


Resolved, That this meeting, composed 


of men who depend for their livelihood 
upon the labor of their own hands, hold 
the following facts and principles to be 
undeniably true, viz: 


That natural wealth is the fruit of in- 


dividual labor. 


That, therefore, is the best Govern^ 


ment and the best policy which secures 
to the hand that earns it" the largest pos- 
sible return for its labor. 


That the superiority of free institu- 


tions and economical 
government is 


proved by the fact that in the United 
States tbe average wages ot labor are 
from three to four times as large as under 
the monarchial governments of Europe. 


That while foreign labor is paid at this 


price, it would be worse than insanity to 
adopt any policy by which the wages of 
our labor should be reduced to the same 
level, because it would be throwing away 
all tbe advantages secured to us by a free 
and economical government. 


Subsequently Mr, Hewitt depicted the 


workings of this infamous Tariff, of which 
tbe following is an extract: 


"That hence arises the necessity of a 


tariff, which, properly devised, is merely* 
a system whereby the price of labor, 
which natuWly results under free and 
iconomical government, Is prevented from 
being reduced to the pauper level of labor 
which just as naturally results under gov- 
ernments whore* tbe first fruits of labor, 
instead of being secured to tbe hand that 
earns them, are filched away in order to 
maintain tbe costly splendor of thrones 
and tbe idle extravagance of an enervated 
aristocracy." 


Then follows this picture of the iron 


interests given by Mr. Hewitt: 


"And first, what is the realcondiiioifof 


the domestic iron trade ? Is it actually 
depressed and threatened with ruin, or 
does all the outcry proceed from men who, 
having realized princely fortunes annually 
are now clamorous because their profits 
are reduced to reasonable limits, or from 
another class who, having erected works 
in improper locations, desire not so much 
to make iron cheaply as to build up vil- 
lages and speculate in real estate 1 Un- 
doubtedly to some extent there are such 
cases, * * * but as to tbe great fact 
that the great majority of establishments 
judiciously located und manjged with 
skill ,and economy have been compelled 
to suspend work throughout tbe land for 
want of remunerating work, there cannot 
be the shadow of a doubt. 


"Again, of fifteen rail mills only two 


are, in operation, doing partial work, and 
that only because their inland position 
secured them against foreign competition, 
for the limited orders of neighboring 
railroad?, and when these are executed 
not a single rail mill will be at work in 
the land." 


In tbe House of Representatives, on 


the 12th of August, 1850, Hon. Joseph 
Casy of Pa., declared • 


"The whole history of the manufacture 


of iron in Pennsylvania shows that in a 
period of seventy-five years there have 
been erected 500 furnaces, aud out of 
them 177 failures or where they have 
been closed out by the sheriff. 
Out of 


this 177 failures 124 of them Imve occur- 
ed since the passage of the Tariff of 1846. 
And out of 300 blast furnaces in full 
operation 
when the tariff of 1846 was 


enacted into a law, or fully one-half, had 
stopped several months ago, and fully 50 
more are preparing to go out of blast." 


President Fillmore, in his annual mes- 


sage, dated December 3, 1852, says' 


"The values of our domestic exports the 


last fiscal year, as compared with those 
of the previous year, exhibit an increase 
of $43,646 322 
At first view this con- 


dition of our trade with foreign nations 
would sectn to present the most flattering 
hope of its future prosperity. An exam- 
ination of the details of our exports, 
however, n ill show that the increased 
value of our exports for the last fiscal year 
is to be found in the high price of cotton, 
which prevailed during the last half of 
that year, which price Ins since declined 
about one-half. The value of our exports 
of breidstuffs and provisions, which it 
was supposed tbe incentive of low Tariff 
and large importations from abroad would 
h.ivc ^reatlv augmented, has fallen from 
$0_8,701,921 in 1847 to $20,061, 373 in 
1850 and to $21,848,653 in 1851, with a 
strong probability, amounting almost to a 
certaintyt of a still farther reduction in 
the current year. 
The aggregate value 


of rice exported during the last fiscal 
year as compared with the previous year 
also exhibit a decrease amounting to 
$460,917, which, with a decline in the 
values of tbe exports of tobacco for the 
same period, make an aggregate decrease 
in these two articles of $1,150,741." 


"The policy wbich dictated a low rate 


of duties on foreign merchandise, it was 
thought by those who promoted and es- 
tablished it, would tend to benefit tbe 
farming population ol this country, by 
increasing the demand and raising the 
price of agricultural products in foreign 
markets." 


"The foregoing facts, however, seem to 


show incontestably that no such result has 
followed the adoption of this policy." 


Iu a subsequent nipssige President 


Fillmore uryes: 


"Tn my first annual message to Congress 


I called your attention to what seemed to 
me some defects in the present tariff and 
recommended such modifications as in 
my judgment were best adapted to reme- 
dy its evils and promote the prosperity of' 
the country. 
Nothing has since occured 


to change my views on this important 
question. 


Without repeating the arguments 


contained in my former message, in favor 
of discriminating protective duties I deem 
it my duty to call your attention to one 
or two other considerations affecting this 
subject. 
The first is the effect of large 


importations of foreign goods upon our 
currency. Most of the pold of California, 
as fast as it is coined, finds its w,iy di- 
rectly to Europe in paymerit for goods 
purchased. 
In the second place, as our 


manufacturing establishments are broken 
down by competition with foreigners, the 
capital invested in tliem is lost, thousands 
of honest and industrious citizens are 
;hrown out of work and the farmer, to 
that extent, is deprived of a home market 
'or the sale of his surplus produce. In 
the third place the destruction of our 
manufuctures leaves the foreignpr a-ithaut 
competition in our market, and he conse- 
quently raises the price of tbe article sent 
•ere for sale as is now seen in the in- 
creased cost of iron imported from Eng» 
lane.

HOW A CHOLEaApATJEST r£ELS, 


The pntii nt feels well up to within a 


few hours c>f the attack, or it may be, 
goes to bed and sleeps soundly through 
tbe night, und immediately on rising in 
the morning is seized with violent purg- 
ing and vofiiiting. If judiciously treated 
many patients recover from this, the first 
stage of cholera, but if neglected, the 
tendency o) tbe disease ii to grow rapidly 
worse. 
Tbe patient complains of intense 


thirst and a burning heat at tbe pit of his 
••tomuch , ha suffers also excruciating pain 
from cramps in the muscles of tbe ex- 
tremities , lie is terribly restless, and his 
urgent cry is for water to quench his 
thirst, and that some one might rub his 
limbs, and thus relieve the muscular 
spasm 
T|JO pulse is rapid and very 


weak, the icspiratious are hurried, and 
the patient's voice becomes busky. His 
countenance is pinched, and the integu- 
ment of his body feels inelastic and 
doughy, while the skin of his hands and 
feet becomes wrinkled and purplish in 
color. Thi duration of this, the second 
stage of cholera, is very uncertain—it 
may last for two or three hours only, or 
may continue for twelve or fiifteen hours , 
but so long as tbe pulse can be felt at the 
wri»t there are still good nopes of the 
sick person's recovery. The weaker the 
pulse becomes, the nearer tbe patient is 
to tbe third, or collapse, stage of cholera, 
from which probably not more than 
thirty-five {>er-cent recover. In ihe third 
stage of the disease* the vomiting and 
purging continue, although in a mitigated 
ibrin, and the skin is covered with 
clammy perspiration especially if the 
cramps are still severe. 
The patient re- 


main* terribly restless, longing only for 
sleep, and tint he may be supplied with 
water. Hi' intellect is clear, but he 
seldom expiesses any anxiety regarding 
worldly affairs, although fully conscious 
of the danierous condition he is in 
bleep and a'pentilui supply or diinkmg 
water are the sole desires of a person 
passing through a collapse stage of chol- 
era. 
This condition seldom lasts more 


than-twenty-four hours, and re-action 
cither commences within that period or 
tbe patient dies in collapse, or passes on 
into the tepid stage, which iu ninety nine 
cases out of a hundred ends speedly in 
death. On the other hand, the sick per- 
ton having been in the collapse stage of 
cholera some twenty-four hours (it may 
be a longer or shorter period), tbe tem- 
perature of his body may begin to rise, 
gradually Creeping up to tbe normal 
standard, the functions of animal life are 
slowly restored, and the sick person re- 
cavers his health.—QutnV* Dictionary of 


HOW THE MET LOOM WAS INVENTED. 


The history of this invention is north 


relating. 
One Patersonwas employed in 


early life as a cooper; and as lie strolled

THE FEOEB8ITY FOB THE DEVELOP- 


MENT OP SOME HEW INDUSTRY. 


The necessity for a union of science 


and art lies in the fact tbat England has 
an industrial supremacy to maintain, and 
that, year by year, its maintenance be- 
comes more difficult in tbe face of keen 
and jealous competition. Whatever may 
be said in Parliament, all practical men 
are an arc that the great tide of prosperity 
promised by the president of tbe Board 
of Trade has not yet begun to flow; that 
on the contrary, there was never, pernaps, 
a time when the special industries ol 
Kagland were more depressed, or their 
outlook more gloomy. The fact that the 
steel rail makers of England have banded 
them solves with those of France and Bel 
gium into an association for the mainteu 
nance of remunerative prices speaks vol- 
umes, not only as to the severity of com- 
petition, but as to the sources from which 
that competition comes. 
On the other 


side we see the ironmasters of America 
extending their output year by year, and 
her manufacturers entering into'competi- 
tion with us in neutral, markets, while 
jealously excluding us from their own. 


What is to be the remedy for this state 


of things'1 How is the demand for man- 
ufactured articles, and for the raw mate- 
rials out of which those articles are made, 
to be once more equalized with the supply1 
Unless some vast market, such as China 
or Central Africa, can be opened up to 
Eiiropea.tr cpmnr-prce, ;taet ^.onjy, chance 
seenuto lie in- a new departure sin aome 
great cheapening of production or cueap- 
enfng of transport, comparable to that 
which was effected by the development of 
railways. 


What is wanted now is that science 


shall point out some other fact of nature, 
new or old, which practice may seize 
upon, turn to her own ends, and make the 
basis of some new industrial development. 
It is easy to indicate various direction* 
which such a development might take. 
Thus there is great need of some system 
of light railways which can be laid down 
on oidmary roads, and so cheaply that the 
traffic available on such roads may be 
sufficient to pay a fair 'return ou the cap- 
ital. Again, the storage of power, such 
as that of tbe tidal wave, with cheap and 
ready means for giving it out when and 
where it is needed, offers a wide field for 
invention, and may lead to tbe most fruit- 
ful results. Tbe transmission of power 
to long distances, whether by electricity, 
compressed air, or otherwise, is a some- 
what similar problem, which at present 
occupies the attention of many engineers 
and men of science. 
Lastly, the more 


homely subject of house-building offers at 
this momenc special inducements to con- 
structive genius. 
If houses could be 


built by the use of iron, or otherwise, at, 
soy, half their present cost, the problem 
ol sheltering our poor would be ^olved , 
unsafe and ruinous tenements would dis- 
appear, and a demand would set in for 
building materials and labor such as the 
world has never known —Nature. 


TAOUBAYA. NEAR THE OITY OF 


MEXIUO, 


The attractions of Tacubaya and San 


Angel are their pure air and lovely gar- 
dens filled with magnificent trees. With 
a little care, the trees and plants of all 
climes grow here side by bide. 
The 


houses have windows, with iron bars and 
sashes with glass (opening in French 
fashion) on the street, but the large gar 
dens are in the rear or on one side of 
them 
A few gardens have large iron 


gates. Those of the Mier, Barron and 
Escamjon families a^e handsome, and 
that of Mier, at the entrance tn the ''Calle 
Real," is really monumental. 
Pines, 


elms, poplar and willow, pear, apple and 
peach trees grow in fraternal neighbor- 
hood with the palm, the banana and the 
c.ietus 
Fusclnas, lilies, violets, helio- 


tropes, pinsies, honeysuckles and geiani- 
ums flower all the year round 
The ge- 


raniums grow to an iminens/ height (I 
h ive walls covered vv ith them to the height 
of twelve and sixteen feet), on espaliers, 
like npncots and grapes. Their flowers 
are of many varieties and shades, from 
pure white and light pink to tbe richest 
crimson, purple and lilac, and some are 
variegated with these tints , their shapes 
vary from the"rose" tothe"cinq-feuilles " 
The calla-lily flowers exuberantly in the 
shade of the trees, above which the aro- 
matic eucalyptus rears its head far beyond 
the pines, and then throws out immense 
branches. Roses of all kinds are now 
flowering (March 18,) and Ihe apple, peai 
und peach trees are in bloom 
Fig-trees 


jrow beside them, and yield delicious 
fruit in the autumn. 


One can sit out of doors all the year 


round with comfort 
In winter, a hat 


and wrap are needed, and the sun's direct 
rays are often pleasant. In other seasons, 
llglit woolen or cotton clothing Is com- 
fortable, and one rocks or shuns the sun 
according to the weather and hour of the 
day. 
Afternoon showers are very fre- 


quent in sumtner, but the soil in Tacu- 
baya is so sandy and high that one can go 
out soon afternard, without rubbers, and 
not wet the feet. 
In winter, the wind 


has a drying effect on delicate skins 
(commonly called chapping), but it is n 
trifle when compared' to the moist and 
weakening heat of the tropical const and 
lowlands.—The Manhattan.

The effect of tbe scene was absolutely be- 
wildering, and it seemed as if tbe whole 
regiment had gone mad.

The 
other sect! in of the regiment then charged 
down, and in an instaut every horse wns 
on his feet, every rider in hi* 'saddle, and 
with a wild yell they rode at their sup- 
posed enemy When tbe manoeuvres were 
over, the regiment rode past, singing, and 
uncommonly well together, a military 
chorus. Altogether, it wai a marvelous 
exhibition of daring horsemanship, and one 
hardly knew whether to admire tbe do- 
cility and mettle of the steeds, or tbe 
skill and courage of the riders.
